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Off-Set Global Positioning Satellite (GPS) Instrument Approach 

With the support of the community’s northeast of the airport and the FAA, the airport was 

able to develop and publish another instrument approach to the airport’s main runway, 

Runway 21L, that “offsets” the ground-based Instrument Landing System (ILS) by about 

14 degrees. This means that in certain weather conditions this satellite-based approach can 

now be used, and the final approach path is different by about 14 degrees from the ILS 

approach. This off-set provides significant relief for those homeowners who live directly 

underneath the ILS approach into the airport used during inclement weather conditions. 

Instrument pilots are requested to use the Runway 21L GPS/RNAV approach procedure 

whenever possible if their aircraft is GPS equipped. This is PDK's preferred instrument 

approach for noise abatement. 
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
